Blood donors wanted

Another year has gone by 
and the Red Cross is again 
looking for donors for their 
annual blood donor clinic. 

Frieda Derksen, hospital 
volunteer and organizer of this 
year's drive said she is hoping 
more people than ever will turn 
out to donate 

"This is the 10th year the 
clinic has been held in Dids¬ 
bury," Derksen said "And we 
have had to work quite hard at it 
because the support is not quite 
as good in Didsbury as it is in 
Olds." 

Meeting the quota set every 
year for the Didsbury blood donor 
clinic has not been easy, but 
Glenys Maki, Clinic Coordinator 
for the Canadian Red Cross 
Society, said it is essential 

"The cost of bringing in the 
clinic from Calgary is quite 
high," she said. "So we need to 
be sure that there is a demand for 
the clinic, for people who want to 
donate in this area " 

The Red Cross offers these 
mobile blood donor clinics once 
or twice a year in Didsbury, Olds, 
Carstairs and Cremona. The 
purpose is to collect the needed 
1,000 to 1,200 units of blood 
needed weekly at hospitals 
supplied by the Alberta-North¬ 
west Territories Division of the 
Red Cross 

This year's Didsbury clinic is 
planned for Tuesday, J une 9 from 
3 to 7 p.m in the, Didsbury 
Memorial Complex. This year, 
unlike other years, donors are 
being asked to present a photo or 
signature identification 

"The Red Cross has been 
collecting blood since 1947," said 
Maki. "But about a year and a

licenced, to tie the donors to take 
responsibility for their donor 
cards Now it has become a legal 
document " 

Maki said those without 
photo or signature I D (such as 
Mennonite donors) can just bring 
their Alberta Health Care cards 


The other requirements for 
those who would like to donate 
blood this year is simple. You 
must be free of prescription 
drugs for 72 hours, and of colds 
or flus for 7 days These rules are 
just to ensure the safety of those 
receiving the donation. 

"Alot of people look at the 


things we require and believe we 
are going to be taking half of 
their blood, but it just isn't true," 
said Maki "The truth is we only 
take about 1/9 of the blood of an 
adult and they can continue with 
their normal activities. There are 
no ill effects." 

Those who wish to donate 


are also warned that the entire 
procedure takes about 1 hour to 1 
hour and 10 minutes, so time 
yourself appropriately

The upcoming vote on whether or not the town should borrow 
money to build a new indoor swimming pool facility will be a tough 
one. Do we take the extra taxes and forge ahead with the growth of 
the town or do we keep the property taxes as low as possible in 
these hard economic times? 

While there are pros and cons for each side of this issue, 
everybody seems to agree on wanting the pool. There are no 
arguments against actually having an indoor swimming pool, 
everyone sees that as a plus. The minus is having to pay for it. 
Where are we supposed to get the money over the next 20 years to 
pay for a project such as this? 

Granted, this project is going to cost money, but the truth of 
the matter is, the cost is minor is consideration of the rewards. First¬ 
ly, the actual dollar figure of $1.5 million for this facility is peanuts. 
The time and effort put into the design and operation of the pro¬ 
posed pool by the town swimming pool committee has really paid 
off. As I have said before in this column, they really did manage to 
find a great structure at a bargain basement price. Secondly, 
Didsbury truly needs this pool. We need the attention this kind of 
recreational facility will attract. It can only help to stimulate tourism 
and traffic, which in turn helps out local businesses. Having an in¬ 
door swimming facility in your neighborhood is a great way to at¬ 
tract convention business, swimming meets and other recreational 
groups to say nothing of what it would mean to people who actual¬ 
ly live here. 

Coming from the northeast end of Calgary, I can vouch for 
what the opening of the leisure centre did for the kids in the area. I 
was in high school when the pool opened and it made a huge dif¬ 
ference in what myself and my friends did on the weekends and 
evenings. No more moping around the house, trying to decide 
what to do with my time and no more hanging around at the mall. 
Swimming at the leisure centre accounted for a large chunk of my 
time and got me interested more in sports and fitness than in other 
pursuits most commonly associated with teenagehood. 

Truthfully, the cost of this proposal is small. It is estimated that 
the mill rate will only increase by 2.45 mills, a very small amount. 
Either we pay this small amount now and help attract more people 
to Didsbury, thereby increasing the tax base and helping to 
decrease the amount of tax we pay over the long haul, or we pay 
more and more later as people move away and businesses are lost. 

It's really an easy decision, but if you need more encouraging, 
come to the meeting this Wednesday, 7:30 p.m. at the arena. 
Besides talking about the proposed design and construction of the 
pool, they will also be discussing operating costs and other areas 
you may be interested in. 

It seems response to tlie upcoming Women In Politics seminar 
has been lukewarm.

I find this discouraging con¬ 
sidering our looming municipal elections. 

People really should attend this seminar. It is not only of in¬ 
terest to those who wish to run for political office this year, but also 
for people who would just like a little more information about what 
local political life is like. So many people complain about what 
goes on in town council, county council or the school board and 
yet they really have little idea about what these bodies actually do. 
It would seem only logical to educate ourselves before we jump to 
conclusions. 

The seminar, despite being run by the Women In Politics 
group, is open to anyone who wishes to attend, not only the female 
of the species. Anyone interested in running for office, be it town 
council or the federal leagues, should consider attending. A little 
knowledge goes a long way.

Equitable education urged

Over the years, the provin¬ 
cial government has steadily cut 
its share of education funding 
from approximately 90% to 
under 60%. As a result, the 
quality of our children's educa¬ 
tion is seriously jeopardized, 
particularly in rural Alberta.

Renewed support for agriculture in 92-’93

greater charge of their futures. 

Budget '92 renews our 
commitment to safety net pro¬ 
grams such as the Cross Revenue 
Insurance Plan (CRIP), the Net 
Income Stabilization Account 
(NISA), and the Tripartite Stabil¬ 
ization Plans. In this budget we 
will provide $91 million to CRIP, 
nearly double last year's funding 
Moreover, $40 million has been 
committed by the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment to NISA. 

Funding for several agricul¬ 
ture programs has been extended 
or will continue For example, we 
are providing nearly $60 million 
to extend the Crow Benefit Offset 


Program An additional $23 
million has been committed to 
maintain grants under the 
Alberta Farm Fuel Distribution 
Allowance at 4 cents per litre for 
gasoline and 10 cents per litre for 
diesel fuel. Lastly, the govern¬ 
ment has reinstated the Alberta 
Sugar Price Reduction Program 
to help the bee industry offset 
feeding costs during the winter 
and early spring The province 
will provide a rebate of $4 00 per 
40 kilograms of sugar purchased 
as bee feed between June 1, 
1991, and May 30, 1992. 

Diversification continues to 
be a top priority in Alberta's 


agricultural industry. According¬ 
ly, this year's budget has 
allocated $200,000 in funding to 
assist in the development of 
Alberta's sheep industry As 
well, the Farming for the Future 
Program has been extended for 
one year. This program will 
provide $5 million to support 
research and on-farm demonstra¬ 
tion projects in '92-'93. 

We expect this year to be 
positive, dynamic, and rewarding 
for the agricultural industry. For 
the first time in years there are 
signs of improving conditions for 
our farmers. International wheat 
prices have increased by 30%, 


oilseed prices have firmed and 
livestock production should con¬ 
tinue to grow We await a new 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) which prom¬ 
ises to reduce international 
subsidies and thus, restore 
strength to prices. I am hopeful 
that the new GATT agreement 
will eliminate trade barriers and 
improve access for Alberta 
products to markets around the 
world.

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College undertakes new project 


Olds College has just signed 
a livestock management agree¬ 
ment with Landcorp Farming 
Limited of New Zealand, to 
develop a population of Boer 
goats on campus 

After six months of negotia¬ 
tions, representatives from Land¬ 
corp Farming Limited-a subsidi¬ 
ary of Land Corporation Limited- 
arrived on campus to sign the 
contract and help turn the sod on 
an embryo quarantine facility. 

Olds College Farm Mana¬ 
ger, Barry Schmitt, says a 
number of local recipient goats 
are now undergoing a condition¬ 
ing process to prepare for the 
actual transplant procedure in 
October "We prefer to wait until 
fall because that's when the 
natural breeding season occurs 
for most goats in this country. 
The embryos will remain in 
quarantine until then," explains 


Schmitt. 

E xotic Goat Project Coordin¬ 
ator, Chris Neill, says Landcorp 
has experienced much success 
with the Boer goat breed "We 
have been involved with the 
Boers since 1987 and our 
experience with them has been 
very positive as a quality meat 
producing animal," Neill says. 

But Landcorp's strong gen¬ 
etic base is just one quality Olds 
College can draw upon under the 
new agreement. Being the 
largest farmer in New Zealand, 
Landcorp has extensive experi¬ 
ence in the industry. In excess of 
250,000 hectares of land is 
managed through the company 
along with 50,000 goats, over a 
million sheep, and 150,000 cattle. 

Landcorp's Marketing Exe¬ 
cutive, Dr David Warburton, 
says their involvement with Olds 
College will be mutually benefi¬ 


cial. "There is a lot to be gained 
through a cooperative approach 
to global agriculture, particularly 
given the relative skills of 
Landcorp and Olds. We need to 
understand that to accomplish a 
strong, long-term agriculture 
base you need both sound 
education and an adequate 
market base . . without either 

element, it just can't work." 
Warburton explained. 

Schmitt, finds the future 
educational implications of the 
arrangement encouraging. "This 
fits in perfectly to what we are 
striving to accomplish in a lot of 
our programs. Our whole ap¬ 
proach to agricultural education 
in the future is steadily becoming 
more and more global in nature 
and we feel this is an excellent 
way to begin."

Grant to cut emergency response time

A grant from the Wild Rose 
Foundation may help to save 
some local lives. 

The grant, made to the 
Olds Emergency Response 
Team Association earlier this 
month, will help the team cut 
precious minutes off their 
emergency response time. 

Association President Jack 
Humphries said the $9,000 
grant received from the Foun¬ 
dation will be used to pur¬ 
chase pagers for team mem¬ 
bers. Using the pagers will 
make the team's response to 
emergency situations much 
faster. 

"Right now when a call 
comes in we have to call 
everyone up on the telephone 
and that takes quite a bit of 
time," Humphries said. "These 
pagers will shorten up our 
response time considerably and 
that is really important par¬ 
ticularly in life threatening 
situations." 

The grant was part of

$1,046,195 in grant allocations 
given out to 46 non-profit, 
volunteer community service 
organizations by the provincial 
agency over the first quarter of 
this year. Money given out by 
the Foundation comes from lot¬ 
tery generated funds. 

The Olds Emergency Re¬ 
sponse Team has been opera¬ 
ting in Olds for the past two 
years. The 15 members of the 
team are trained in such life 
saving techniques as CPR, basic 
rescue and first aid. They have 
also been trained in search and 
rescue and have received infor¬ 
mation training from Nova Cor¬ 
poration, CP Rail, TransAlta 
Utilities and Canada Western 
Natural Gas on the types of pro¬ 
ducts they handle and what to 
do in emergency situations. 

Humphries said the job of 
the team is to respond to 
emergency situations at the re¬ 


quest of the fire department, 
RCMP or paramedics. Usually 
this happens when a greater 
number of rescue personnel 
are required, such as in larger 
accidents, for crowd control or 
for evacuation procedures. 

"All our members are uni¬ 
formed and have to have the 
basic training," Humphries 
said. "We work throughout the 
county and on a mutual aid 
basis." 

The team's response bus 
carries 8 stretchers, 12 first aid 
kits and a burn kit. They can 
transport up to 4 casualties on 
stretchers and 10 others. 

The team is a volunteer 
organization and is always 
looking for new help. If you live 
within a 10 km. radius of Olds 
and are interested in joining up, 
call Jack Humphries at 556-

Going electric 


(The following are some 
excerpts taken from the history 
book of the Cremona Rural 
Electrification Association Limit¬ 
ed The book, researched and 
written by Winnie Robertson and 
Ralph Olson, covers the work of 
the Association from its forma¬ 
tion in 1949 until the sale of their 
power line to TransAlta Utilities 
in 1989.) 

But I would like to take you 
back in imagination to the 
countryside west of Carstairs, 
before 1949. Imagine that you are 
driving west on the Cremona 
Road, on a cold winter night All 
is dark There are no flood-lit 
farm yards, no brilliantly lit gas 
plants. Each house emits only a 
very small beam of light, the 
feeble rays the result of a 
gasoline "mantle" lamp You 
drive into the dark yard Perhaps 
the farmer is still doing his 
chores, carrying a lantern, which 
is hung from a beam in the barn 
while he milks the cows--by 
hand One of the children is 
delegated to pump the water, by 
hand, and carry it into the house 
where it is heated in the 
" reservoir"—a part of the kitchen 
stove, which is fired by wood and 
coal, or if you are very modern, 
by oil. 

Food is cooked, even in the 
heat of the summer, with that 
kitchen range which heats the 
surrounding air to plus 32 


degrees Centigrade. (Or should I 
say 90 degrees Fahrenheit, since 
this was before Celsius measure¬ 
ments were introduced to Cana¬ 
da?) In the wintertime, it is easy 
to cool food-you just set it out on 
the porch and it freezes solid in 
minutes. But in the summer, it 
must be stored in the basement, 
which is a little cooler than the 
rooms upstairs, but food quickly 
spoils without refrigeration Gar¬ 
den produce is "canned" by 
heating full glass jars of 
vegetables in a boiling water bath 
for three hours. No quick trips to 
the freezer for convenience 
foods, and no zapping them in 
the microwave for quick prepara¬ 
tion! 

There is no TV. and 
definitely no VCR. For entertain¬ 
ment, besides books, most 
houses have a battery powered 
raaio-but you listen only to the 
news, and possibly to Fibber 
McGee and Molly on Saturday 
night if Dad likes that program! 
Batteries for radios are expen¬ 
sive, and kids are not allowed to 
turn it on just for fun! 

When you wake up the next 
morning it is thirty below zero 
(Old Fahrenheit zero.) Somebody 
in the family is sick and it is 
necessary to make a trip to the 
Doctor Of course the car won't 
start. When you crank the 
starter, it doesn't even goz-z-z-z. 
You could bring the battery in to 


sit for awhile beside the kitchen 
stove, or even in the oven, 
thereby rendering it more effec¬ 
tive. Or you could light the 
blow-torch and train it towards 
the oil pan, making the oil less 
like molasses in consistency, 
thereby making it easier for the 
starter to turn the motor over. 
Risky, but effective, if you must 
start the car. My Dad used to do 
that when Mom was teaching 
school. She believed in going to 
work regardless of the weather, 
and Dad would make every effort 
to keep her from walking the five 
miles to Sunnyslope School.

Sound primitive? I'm not 
talking about the dark ages. 
Many of these wonders were 
available to lucky city and town 
dwellers in 1949, and increasing¬ 
ly to farm communities which 
banded together to build their 
own power lines to carry the 
electricity which they bought 
from Calgary Power. 

It was with this intention 
that a group of farmers met 
together in the Cremona Hall in 
January 19, 1949. (Appendix 1, 2 
& 3) Some preliminary work had 
been done by Mr. Van Haaften, 
who chaired the meeting. He 


spoke of the enormous expansion 
of rural Electrification through¬ 
out the province and the vast 
investments the power company 
would have to make, in building 
the line themselves. 

That day is was decided to 
hold an organization meeting to 
form the Cremona Rural E lectrifi- 
cation Association Limited, Jan¬ 
uary 26, 1949. They had been told 
by the Power Company that there 
was much work to do, and they 
decided to start on it immediate¬ 
ly. (Appendix 4).

In the past month I've 
spoken at three conferences 
about what's new in sewing 
notions. This week I'll share 
some of the information with you 
E lastic is used for fitting in a 
lot for garments There are a 
number of new elastics on the 
market that really do a good |ob 


Clear or transparent elastic 
stretches to three times its 
original length yet recovers 
quickly It retains its stretch 
when sewn through and is 
unaffected by chlorine It comes 
in narrow widths and is particu¬ 
larly useful for swimwear and 
aerobic wear 

To duplicate the look of 
stitched rows of elastic, try 
sew-through sport elastic The 
elastic has marked stitching 
guides which help you sew even 


rows. 

Stitch'n Stretch elastic is 
stitched flat to a flat piece of 
fabric Then the spandex cords 
are stretched and drawn up to 
size and the final garment seam 
is stitched This elastic is not 
used on heavy weight fabrics. 

There's a new waistband 
interfacing called fuse-a-ban It is 
stiff like ban-rol and can be fused 
on to the waistband 

Space Tape allows you to 
mark and stitch accurate evenly 


spaced buttonholes from V4" to 
1" in size Stick the adhesive 
backed space tape to the garment 
and make your buttonhole 
through the tape Tear away the 
excess tape What remains in the 
stitched buttonhole acts as a 
stabilizer and prevents stretch¬ 
ing 

I've had several calls about 
color running in laundry That's 
when the red sock ends up in the 
wash with the whites Dylon 
makes a product called "Run 


Away", a color run remover I 
haven't tried it but it's worth a 
try if you have a problem 

Most of these items are 
available in the local fabric stores 
in High River and Nanton Why 
not give them a try?
